Daniel M iller, formerly 
proprietor 
of the Hotel Getty burg, 
was 
shot at 
the Dauphin 
Hotel, 
Harritiburg, at 
7.40 Tuesday 
evening 
by 
a negro 
waiter, Leon G ilbert, whom he bad din- 
charged during the evening. 
He sua- 
tained four bullet wound# but only one 
of them wa# dangerous 
and 
a tele­ 
phone message from 
the Harrisburg 
Hospital this 
afternoon 
stated that 
Mr M iller wa# 
getting 
along w ell, 
considering the seriousness of the in ­ 
jury, and 
that 
bis 
condition 
was 
favorable. 


Four shots were fired but only one 
of the bullets lodged in M iller's body 
and this was embedded in his left 
chest, just 
above the 
heart. Owing 
to the hotel man's weakened condition 
It was im possible to remove the bit of 
lead at the Harrisburg Hospital where 
be was taken after the shooting. 
One 
of the other bullets penetrated the 
right hand and the other two grazed 
his body. 


The negro was arrested in Market 
street. Harrisburg, before his revolver 
had quit smoking.and w hile his cloth 
ing was on fire as the result of 
shoot 
m g through a 
pocket 
He admitted 
that the affair had b en premed!ated to 
the officer who arrested him. 


“ I made up my mind to h i him, ’ '

ordets he went to the kitchen and re 
roamed there 
After 
half

bad elapsed the man got up and start 
ed to walk out. 


Proprietor M iller seeing that be had 
not been waited upon,asked the visitor 
what was the matter. 


“ W ell, 
I 
haven't 
been 
Waite*) 
upon,’’ the 
man 
replied 
“ I have 
been bere half an bour and I haven't 
any tim e to waste this way. 
I have 
work to do ’’ 


M iller then went to the kitchen and 
encountered 
G ilbert 
idly 
leaning 
against 
the 
w all. 
Ile 
naked bim 
about the matter and G illiert replied : 


“ I was juat tryin' to get that man's 
order us fast aa I could. 
I can't do 
no m ore.'' 
“ You go right duwu to 
the office aud get your |>ay.

plied Mr. M iller. 


The waiter meekly went to the office 
and after getting bis money, 
he re 
marked to the cashier, Miss Catherine 
F itzp atrick : 


“ W ell. I'll lie (tack again.** 


G 1 litert left the botel and 
weut 
to 
the Loch ie I Hotel bar where he asked 
Charles Boyle, a clerk, for a revolver. 


’’ W hat do you want a gun for, any 
w a y !" inquired the bar clerk. 
“ I want to shoot a rat ’’ 


Boyle refused the request and 
G il­ 
bert left, saying that he would get a 
weapon, anyhow. He went to Cohen a 
pawnbroker shop, be 
said, 
where be 
bought a revolver and some cartridges 
and then shortly after returned to the 
Dauphin Hotel. 


In the botel 
lobby 
stood M iller, 
talking to bis brother Harry, 
and W. 
P. Hastings, of Philadelphia. 


“ I want an understanding," grum 
bled the former waiter, breaking into 
the conversation. 
“ I haven't lim e to 
talk to you now ; come back in the 
m orning,"answered Proprietor M iller. 
“ If I can't get satisfaction from you 
now, 
I'll see that I get it," said the 
negro, sullenly. Then, 
w ith bis right 
hand in his coat pocket be opened fire 
at bis former employer. As he shot be 
retreated towards the door. 


Every bullet struck M iller, 
The 


first passed through the right hand of 
the botel man and the next two grazed 
the left side 
of 
his 
chest 
and left 
shoulder, leaving flesh wounds. 
The 
fourth bullet struck M iller in the chest 
and brought him down to

floor. 
Two of the bullets struck

post of the balustrade.

With Tomsky was a young sharp­ 
shooter named Alexis Petroff, a dead 
shot, who did most of the rifle work, 
picking off Japanese who were work­ 
ing guns that were doing especial dam­ 
age. 
While the sergeant was Ari ag Im­ 
mense balls from bls pet cannon ta aa 
effort to silence some Japanese gun 
that if left alone would surely mako 
an Important breach. Petroff would bo 
picking off one by one the gunners that 
were directing the drlng. 
Petroff was a mere boy. 
Not a balr 
had shown itself on bls face, not ovaa 
a bit of dowu. 
That ou hie head was 
of the lightest of th# light northern 
hue. while bis eyes were a correspond­ 
ing azure. 
Ile seemed very much at­ 
tached to the big man who directed tho 
big gun. with his sbocky balr and 
beard aud fierce mu st arillus.

APPOINTS STATE 
SCHOOL BOARD 


Toner Names Seven Men Who 


Prow Up School Code. 


TO DIRECT ITS ENFORCEMENT 


They Will Recommend School Legis­ 


lation and Prescribe Rules For Con­ 


struction and Equipment of Build­ 
ing*. 


Harrisburg, Pa., June 28—The seven 
men who drew up the new school 
code law have been appointed mem­ 
bers of the new state board of educa­ 
tion, who will direct the enforcement 
of the new a c t 
Tho appointments, it is reported, 
were made a week ago, but were with­ 
held until the governor was assured 
that William S. lauder, of Riddles- 
burg, would consent to serve on the 
board. The announcement just made 
is taken as Mr. Lauder's acceptance. 
Mr. Lauder at first declined to accept 
a position on the board. 
The men announced include Nathan 
C. Schaeffer, superintendent of public 
instruction, of Lancaster county, who 
is president ex-offlcio of the new board 
under the new school code; Dr. Martin 
G. Brumbaugh, superintendent of the 
public schools of Philadelphia; David 
H. Oliver, president of 
the 
school 
board of Pittsburg; John S. Rilling, a 
lawyer of Erie; James M. Coughlin, 
sii)>ei intenders of schools in Wilkes- 
Baile; Dr. George M. Phillips, princi­ 
pal of the West Chester State Normal 
school, and William lauder, a mer­ 
chant, of Riddlesburg. 
In case Mr. Lauder had not accept­ 
ed it was believed that George Hen­ 
derson, president of the Public Educa­ 
tion association, of Philadelphia, would 
have been asked to fill the post. 
Mr. 
Henderson expressed himself as high­ 
ly pleased with the appointments. 
Politics, it is declared, played no 
part in the appointments. 
Each mem­ 
ber of the board had a direct part in 
drafting the new school code. The six 
colleagues of Superintendent Schaef­ 
fer are appointed respectively for one, 
two, three, four, five and six years, 
their terms of office beginning July I 
Annually thereafter the governor will 
appoint one member of the board for 
s ix years. The members are to serve 
without compensation, other than pay­ 
ment of Hie expenses incurred in the 
performance of their duties as mem­ 
bers of the board. 
The board will be required to re­ 
commend school legislation to the gov­ 
ernor and general assembly; to equal­ 
ize educational advantages of the dif 
fercnt parts of the state; to encourage 
agricultural education, manual train 
ing, domestic science, etc. The hoard 
will 
also be expected to prescribe 
rules for the construction and equip 
merit of school buildings 
The offices of the board of education 
will be In the state capitol, but it may 
meet elsewhere when w is deemed 
ne< essary to do so. The board is au­ 
thorized to employ such assistants and 
incur such other expenses as it finds 
necessary for the performance of Its 
JtiU.es, but is confined within the lim­ 
its of the appropriation made for its 
use.

case, ramifications of which are said 
to involve prominent New Y’ork fin en- 
rial men and to have cost the United 
States millions in customs losses. 
Collector Loeb has received infor­ 
mation that the underground channel, 
through which Mrs. Helen D. Jenkins 
and others brought goods ot enormous 
value into this country duty free, is 
still open and that members of his 
statt are implicated in the scheme. 
The collector said that he is sure 
of his facts, but he admitted that it 
mignt be difficult to prove them, and 
he is waiting warily until he has hi-* 
ca)e in satislactorv shape. As matteis 
stand now, action against six inspec­ 
tors Is likely. 
Two and possibly more 
customs officers are said to he in the 
plot, which had its inception several 
years ugo. These officers received, it 
is said, HOU for every trunk 
they 
passed with only a casual Inspection. 
The New York leader in the oper­ 
ations not only was able to smuggle 
valuable goods, including much jew 
dry, for himself, but 
thousands of 
dollars worth of dutiable stuff for oth­ 
ers, who became in this way obligated 
to him.

Fertilizer should be applied, 
aud thin i*,rtiou* should be reseeded 
If seed was sown last fail for a new 
lawn watch it carefully when it be 
gins to sprout and reseed the portions 
Rjkere the first seeding f a lls lo come 


up. 
lf it Im desired to make a new lawn 
take great care iu preparing for it. 
H a te the ground prepared aa soon na 
It can be worked. See that it ta graded 
properly, smoothing over all rough 
surfaces, making level spaces and gen­ 
tle slope* 
The lawn should slope 
away from the house if possible. 
In 
grading the U lm should Im* to distrib­ 
ute evenly all surface water, avoiding 
the formation of little tuns which 
might produce washouts. 
Where the soil is lacking in humus 
It is essential that It be enriched with 
u plentiful supply of w’ell rotted ma­

If humus is present bonemeal 
or other good fertilizer is useful.

Senator Penrose's Attempt to Have 
Fate of Canadian Reciprocity De* 
cided on July 24 Fade. 


W ashington, June 28.—The tension 
that exists in the senate over the red* 
procity m easure was emphasized by 
incidents that occurred in the con­ 
fused proceedings. 
The session began with an unsuc­ 
cessful attem pt by Chairman Penrose, 
of the finance committee, to obtain an 
agreem ent for a vote on reciprocity 
July 24, on the wool bill July 2t>, and 
free list bill July 28. Friends of reci­ 
procity will insist upon coupling all 
three measures in any agreem ent to 
vote. 
After refuging to perm it such an ar­ 
rangem ent, the opponents of the reci­ 
procity bill allowed that m easure to 
advance one im portant parliam entary 
step before they realized what had 
happened. For a quarter of an hour 
the senate was In executive session. 
At its conclusion, no one being ready 
to speak on the measure, and follow­ 
ing the parliamentary custom of that 
body, Vice President 
Sherman 
an 
nounced that the bill would be report­ 
ed from the committee of the whole 
to the senate. 
Senate Caught Napping. 
The hid actually passed through all 
the stages of being reported to the 
senate before members realized what 
was going on. While under consider­ 
ation in the committee of the whole 
the m easure could be amended, but 
could not be voted upon. In the senate 
it could be brought to a final vote at 
any time. Senators Nelson, Bristow, 
Clapp and Bailey joined in the protest 
that arose when it was found what 
had happened to the bill. 
At first Senator Penrose objected to 
having the measure reinstated in the 
com m ittee of the whole. He said the 
senate had shown no disposition to 
hurry In Its consideration of the bill, 
and had rejected his proposal for a 
definite time for a vote on the meas 
ore. He therefore thought no backward 
step should be taken. 
Friends of the bill on the Demo­ 
cratic side, led by Senators Stone and 
Bacon, said the senate had evidently 
Oeen off its guard, and had permitted 
the bill to be advanced unintention­ 
ally. Senator Penrose finally consent­ 
ed to having it restored to its former 
status. 
The feeling that d ev ein ed over thi* 
Incident was not so marked as that 
which greeted Senator Penrose a at­ 
tempt to fix a time for the vote on 
the billa. Insurgents objected to any 
definite date for the reciprocity vote; 
and the finance com m ittee was extri­ 
cated from the em barrassing position 
of having the other votes determined 
by an objection from Senator Smoot. 
Several 
Democrats 
and 
insurgents 
would have welcomed the fixing of the 
other two dates, so that the tariff bills 
could be forced up to President Taft 
ahead of the reciprocity bill and the 
latter held back as a means of forcing 
his signature to the others. 
The Penrose request will be renew­ 
ed from time to time and whenever 
conditions seem favorable. Ultimately 
the friends of reciprocity may consent 
to change the order, allowing the vote 
on the tariff bills to rom e first, but 
they will not do so at present, nor In 
taking this position will they consent 
for one to go through 
without the 
others.

THE CUTWORM PEST. 
While cutworm s do more damage 
durlug the month of May than later, a 
suggestion or two now relative to pre­ 
venting dam age by them will not be 
out of place. 
In no season th at the 
writer can remember has the damage 
in the north central states been so 
heavy aa that which bas been inflicted 
on farm ers and gardeners within the 
past few weeks. 
Not only bas corn 
on sod ground been badly riddled and 
had to be replanted, but even worse 
havoc has been wrought In the town 
and 
country 
garden 
patch. 
One 
gardener lo speaking of the m atter 
the other day said that of 1,000 cab­ 
bage plants which be bud set out the 
cutworms got all but two. 
So vora­ 
cious are they that they have even a t­ 
tacked potato vines. 
Two things may 
be done to prevent damage. The stalks 
of transplanted stuff like cabbages sod 
tomatoes may be protected by wrap­ 
ping them with a couple of thicknesses 
of newspaper, allowing the paper to 
extend an Inch below and an inch and 
a half above the surface of tbs ground. 
To poison the worms moisten bran 
with a solution made by adding on# 
ounce of paris green to four or Ava 
gallons of water and thinly acattar 
while moist close to the stem s or 
stalks of the plants to be protected. 
The worms are also very fond of green 
clover or alfalfa, and if this Is wet 
In the poison solution and similarly 
placed It makes an excellent exterm ina­ 
tor. 
A garden that is thoroughly hoed 
or cultivated will Dot suffer as much 
damage as one that Is n o t while a 
further advantage Is that the worms 
may be killed ss they are thrown to 
the surface.

A PURE BRED SIRE LEAGUE. 
The departm ent of animal husbandry 
of the University of Wisconsin has 
lately set afoot a campaign that la da- 
serving of publicity. 
It alms at tbs 
organization of a nation wrlda pura 
bred sire league, a voluntary, non 
Incorporated association, of which any 
I*»rson may become a mein tier by own­ 
ing and using a pure bred aire In the 
production of any of the several kinds 
of farm animals. 
The purpose of the 
organization, as suggested, la tbs Im­ 
provement of the live stock of the 
country by the use of pure bred. reg­ 
istered sires to place of tboaa of grads, 
scrub or mongrel breeding. Those who 
Join the league pledge themselves so 
far as Is possible to use pure bred 
sires, to advocate the general use of 
such sires, to work for the Improve­ 
ment of pure bred sires along tbs lins 
of breed character and Individual ex­ 
cellence and. lastly, to discourage the 
uae of grade, mongrel or scrub siree or 
sires and dams of whatever breeding 
that are diseased or unsound Id any 
way. 
The Improvement In the breed­ 
ing and character of all kinds of farm 
animals bas been marked In the past 
few years, and there Is reason to be­ 
lieve that an organization such as the 
above will do much toward helping 
the good work along. 


EW THREATENS THE PASTIME 


Club Official* Ought ta See That Prac­ 
tise la bm et herod at Ona* ta Insure 
Safety af Gam*—Plenty af Batting 
In Dstrait and Chieaga.

At last atap* ha va been taken to 
combat th* gambling manses to base­ 
ball. and heroic efforts to stamp out 
batting within and outside th* parks 
of th# American league will be mads 
at once by tbs organisation In a body. 
Ban Johnson recently sent out a bul­ 
letin to every American league mag­ 
nate calling attention to tho preva­ 


lence of betting and asking each club 
ow uer to auforca to th# latter th# coc­ 
tion lo the constitution prohibiting 
betting. 
Not alone this, but be has In­ 
formed the polk# departments of the 
different cities of gambling on th# 
games 
President Johnson figures that In or­ 
der to discourage the gamblers it may 
bo nae assary to place under arrest 
every parson caught making bota at a 
ball park. 
Now that the American league ex­ 
ecutive baa coma out strongly against 
gambling at baseball games at ball 
parks and on the outside it Is up to 
President Tom Lynch of the National 
league to Issue an edict against gam­ 
bling, and tbs national commission 


o u g h t to get together and put it up to 
the club owners to stamp out gam­ 
bling or Uke the consequence*. 
Ban Johnaon’a crusade grows out of 
a report that much gambling la being 
indulged In at Chicago, Detroit. Phila­ 
delphia and Boston. 
It has been said 
that there la a lot of betting In New 
fork, but th* batting dona la New 
fork Is nothing compared to what la 
dona at Pittsburg. 
In New fork your neighbor may 
•ay. **1*11 bet you $2 that th* New 
forks get off In front and stay there,’* 
or lf there la a man near yon who la 
a looter for the visiting team you will 
get sore because he Is rooting against 
you and bet bim $5 that ha la rooting 
for a “dead one." or vice versa. 
Now, this Is not the betting evil that 
Ban Johnson refers to. 
He, talking 
straight from the shoulder—and when 
ha gives vent to these utterances bs 
knows what he Is talking aboutr-ls hit­ 
ting at a bookmaking element. He bas 
learned that "booking” la being dona 
on th* games In Chicago aud In De­ 
troit 
He also knows that Pittsburg 
baa an clamant that "books" an every 
pima 
What ba fears la that lf meas­ 
ures ars not taken at one* to suunp 
ant this evil th* bookmakers will In 
rads th* baseball parka, and if this 
cam sa to pass It won’t be long before 
the game will be In bad repute. 
Leat spring th* gamblers attempted 
lo make a book on tbs two pennant 
facies. 
Odds were published on the 
different teams, but the government 
•non pnt them out of business. Acting 
en e request from Ban Johnson re­ 
cently, the Detroit pollee began a 
campaign against gambling on ball 
ga mea 
On the first day they found 
a doaen or more places where boards 
giving odds were shown and books 
mads on various games. 
Many yea re ago betting came near 
killing baseball, for It became known 
that soma of the ball players were In 
league with the gamblers, throwing 
the games or trying to win them, as 
the betting demanded. The managers, 
ferreting out the guilty ones, black­ 
listed them and then framed rules to 
•eftguard th# game against a repeti­ 
tion of th* acaudal. 
How well they 
succeeded ti beet told hy the great 
popularity of the game today, for base­ 
ball has grown and developed until It 
Is Indeed the great national pastime, 
equaled by no other game that was 


Mr Smith said the church became

of the gieatest blessings ever visited 
upon Utah and Idaho. I do not think 
that the combine has increased the 
price of sugar to the consumer one 
bit.” 
Mr Smith volunteered the informa­ 
tion that the church had borrowed 
money to help out the Utah Sugar 
company. “The church bad a bonded 
indebtedness then of 9l.b00.000,” he 
said. * but we borrowed more to help 
out the sugar Industry, that had no' 
up to that time beeu successful.” 
“How was the money borrowed?” 
“Bv the church through me as true 
tee.” 
"Didn’t the secretary of the Utah- 
Idaho company often write to Have- 
meyer at your direction?” asked Mr. 
Baker. 
“Never,” said Mr. Smith 
”1 
don’t think I 
ver had but one letter 
from Henry Havemeyer in my life.”
